To the devout CathoHc the tltar rtpr*- 
•entt • tomb, because the tombi of the 
mutyrt were the first altars of Christen- 
dom. For this reason also the relics of 
Mints snd mMtyrs are inclosed in the 
•Itara of Cetholie chnrchet. As far back 
H the time of afc'AngMtine it had been 
ctutomary te-adan the alurt with flow- 
ers and as time tolled on the decowtlon 
of altar* beceme more elaborate. 

Three cloths are taid on the altar. The 
uppermost one ii enriched with lace and 
embroidery and must descend to the 
ground. Tht church prescribes the use 
of these three linen cloths, easily washed, 
to guard againat the serious inconven- 
ieace thai might reanlt from a fall of the 
diaUee. The altar must be consecrated 
by a Biahop before it can be used for the 
holy sacridce oT the mass. There are 
three carda called canons placed on the 
slur. They help to direct the priert by 
setting before hia eye* the prayers that 
he could not read with so much ease in 
the missal. The largest of the canons is 
placed in the center of the altar before 
the tabernacle, the second to the left and 
the third to the right. 

TbcUberaacle. where the Holy Kuchar- 
Ist Ukept, IsarecepUclein the center of 
tbe altar. It is fnmlriied inside with 
white ailk and covered ontaide with a 
veil. The tabernacle ia snrmonnted by a 
large cross in order to remind ns thst the 
sacrifice of the altar is a continuation of 
the sacrifice of Calvaiy. During the holy 
sacrifice at least one candle burns on 
each side of the altar, to remind \\^ that 
Christ was the light of the worM an.l also 
to remind na of the days when the early 
Christians hsd to praetiMtheir devotions 
in the dim light ot the eaUcomhe. 

The principal sacred Teasels are the 
chalice, paten, ciborium and monstrance. 
Tbe chalice is as old as Cbristisnity. It 
represents the cup in which our Divine 
Saviour consecrated his blood and gave 
it to his apostles to drink. The chalice 
was a vessel used by the Jews at their 
mcato and was passed from one to 
anotlier aa a mark of friendship. In the 
•arty daya, owing to the churches- 
poverty, chalices were made of glass and 
sometimes of copper. As the people 
progressed in piety they «ave freely ot 
their gold and silver from which to 
fashion the sacred vessels. In the year 
203 A. D. Pope Zephyrimis forbade the 
OSe at any other material save no\d and 
aiWer. Out of respect for the bo<ly and 
Uood of Chri-st these vessels are always 
consecrated before being put to their 
proper nssf. In olden times all the peo- 
ple commnnieated under the apeciea of 
wine as well ss breed, and history tell n* 
that a chalice given by Charlemagne to 
the Church of A!r-la-Chappelle weighed 
eighteen pounds. In those days the 
chalices were equipped with twohsndles. 
The Christians in early days offered the 
wine and water that were to be conse- 
crated in private cha'.ices. In the!,e days 
crueU are used instead of the private 
chalieea. 

The dbotium is a covered chalice and 
must be <rf silver, with tho inside lined 
with gold. It recalls to onr minds the 
ark of the covenant, which contained the 

manua, a figure of the Euchariat. In it 
are kept the hosts which the prieat ten- 
ders to communicants during the mass. 

The monstrance, sometimes called the 
ostensorium, is kept in the tabernacle. 
It is shaped to represent j?lory, or the 
•nn, and reminds us of the True Sun, 
whose glory enlightened tbe world. It 
is not as old as the other sacred vessels, 
alnoa iu origin is traced to the time when 
impiety and error attacked the funda- 
mental dogma of the real p r ea ence . In 
order to combat theae evils the ehnrch 
esUbllshed the solemn festivals of the 
blessed sacrament and thus furnished to 
the pious people an opportunity for 
adoring their Redeemer. The monstrance 
* should be of gold, or at least of silver, 
with inner lining of gilt. During bene- 
diction and feaats of the blessed sacra- 
ment the host is ini-lnst'd in tbe mon- 



tinned at hia poet for aeveral hours in the 
Utter winde.

The deceased was a member of Divisiou 
1, A. O. H. The funeral took place from 
St Patrick's church mi Tue sday morning 
and ' was larxt-ly atteudeil. The pall- 
bearer* were chosen froni his associates 
In the fire deparlnu-nl ami .\.

Tbe curtain raiser, "Forget-Me-Nots," 
was given by Thomas D. Clines and 
Miebael F. McGuire, both well known 
amateur actors. In this sketch Mr. 
Clines sppearcd aa a dissipated youth, 
who bad been raproacbad by bis fsther 
for some youthful misdeed. Sorry for 
his conduct, he had sought forgivenees 
and had been refused. When the curtain 
rises the room of the dissoliite youth is 
shown. Morgan, the faithful servant, 
played by Mr. McGuire, is bewailing the 
fact that bis master is on tbe rapid road 
to ruin through drink and gambling. At 
this juncture Henry Seymour, tbe youth, 
enacted by Mr. Clines, sppears on the 
scene Intoxicatad and worried. Morgan 
lovingly pleads with his msster to mend 
his wsys snd not to bring his father and 
mother to the grave with sorrow. Sey- 
mour declares that his father refused 
him forgiveness and cares nothing for 
him. He sobers sufficiently to moralize 
and then determines to end his own life. 
His one regret is in leaving his mother 
and he recalls to mind tbe time be, as a 
child, waavad her a wreath of forget-me- 
nots. As the clock b^ns to strike I'dey- 
monr rafsaa his revolver to end file life. 
Just as he is shout to fire tbe faithful 
Morgan enters with two letters. Quickly 
concealing the revolver, the youth opens 
one of the letters. It is from his father, 
forgiving his past transgressions and 
begging him to return home. 

"Toolatel Too late!" he moans. He 
undertakes a second time to commit self- 
murder, and once more the picture of his 
mother ariaea in his mind. He seizes the 
second letter and finds in it a little bnneh 
of forget-me>nota. They are from bis 
mother, and the curtain descends with 
Seymour reformed. Both Messrs. Clines 
and McGuire acquitted themselves ad- 
mirably. 

''SbauD Aroon," the main feature of 
tbe evening, is a drama in three acts, and 
its action is of tbe present day. In brief, 
it tells tbe story of Lord Permoy, an 
Bnglishman, who is likewise an Irish 
landlord. Fermoy, who was imperson- 
ated by Dsvid J. Maloney, fell in love 
with Miss Molly O'Grady while she was 
perfecting her educetion in London. He 
learns that ahe is tbe daughter of one of 
his tenants, Dan 0'(^irady, and follows 
her to Ireland. He learns that his resi- 
deat agent, I'ergus Kionlan, is oppress- 
ing bis tenants, and in the disguise of 
Bad Andy, half-tramp and balf.villain, 
viaits bis estate. 

When the play opens Dan O'Grady, a 
resectable farmer, impersonated by 
David COoaaell, is engaged in an argu- 
ment with the villain, Fergna Riordan, 
enacted by James J. Carroll. Riordan 
endeavora te make O'Grady drunk in or- 
der to extort /200, which he claims he 
wauls to senil to Fermoy. The servant 
at the tavern. Patrick, impersonated by 
Emmet Mallon, scenu villainy and keeps 
a watchful eye on the pair. 

Tbe scene changes and Molly O'Grady, 
played by Miss Ella O'Connell, appears, 
accompanied by Miss Maggie Honrigan, 
who esssyed the role of Maggie, a maid. 
While they are engaged in talking of 
their late vialt to England Sbawi Aroon, 
the central figure of the drama, appears 
on tbe scene. Sbaun is a rollicking 
Irish youth ready to sing, dance or fight, 
and moreover is in love with Maggie. 
The role of Shaun .\roon fell to Patrick 
G. King, whose exuberant spirits got all 
there was out of the part. Snsun wel- 
comes Maggie home and carries her off 
for a love feast, but MoUy is not long 
alone, for the disguised Lord Fermoy 
appears. The heroine recognises him ss 
the Capt. Waters she bad met in I<ondon 
de^te bis disguise. He begs her to 
mslntain silence and convincee her that 
Lord Fermoy is not as had as painted. 

Meanwhile Dan O'Grady baa been 
placed iu the toils of Old Hennings, a 
money lender, which part fell to Kay. 
mond Barrett. An inteival of six months 
elapsea between tbe firat and second acts, 
and in tbat tiaA- d|i|. O'Orady home has 
b^n changed from joy to eorrow. Be- 
tween the niacbinations of Riordan and 
the threawof Hennings Dan is at his 
wits' end! Then Thomae Keeaan, Jr., 
who imnereonates' tbe son, Tom O'Q rady, 
who baa fled to America five years be- 
fore, arrives, only to find that his return 
has been discovered and that the police 
are en route to arrest him. 
Riordan visiu tbe O'Grady home and 



offers his hand and heart to Molly 
through her father. The girl disdains 
the offer and the father applauds her 
action. Ttaisis qnidtly followed by the 
arrast of Tontp'Orady, who Is placed in 
irons. Austin B. Walsh, in the role oj 
Nipper, the detective, had comparatively 
little to do, but did it well.

Our separated brethren appear to have 
agreed to diaagree on many points of 
their respective creeds, if they can really 
be called creeds. Craad comes from the 
LaHn "credo" and maana "I believe." 
But it eeams tbst tbe members of these 
creeds sre in msny esses snytbing but 
believers. P^ach man construes the Scrip- 
tures according to his own idea and many 
of the.se iileas are very queer. To Catho- 
lics the cause of these various disaenaions 
seems strange enough in many inataaeaa 
to border on the ridiculous. 

For instsnce, the Presbyterians are at 
present stirring up trouble smong them- 
selves over tbe publicstion of a book of 
common wotataip. Many of the leaders 
of that ehnrch recognise that without 
unity tbe church must be s fsilure, hence 
they sought to publish a book tbat would 
have one common form for services, 
communion, marriages, fu.ierals, bap- 
tisms, etc. Three years ago the General 
Assembly appointed a special committee 
on forms and services, with instructions 
to arrange tbe book of common worship. 
This committee has. completed iU work, 
only to find thst many members of the 
cburcb look npon tha new work ss 
savoring of B|risGopslisnism or Romsn 
Catholicism. The committee has made 
this concession, it announces on the 
title page: "l'"or Voluntary I'se in 
Churches." One of the innovations is 
that the word "obey" is omitted from the 
marriage service. 

Then one notices that the Unitarians, 
those who insist on denying tbe divinity 
of Jasns Christ and ignore tbe Boly 
Oboet, tbe third person of tbe Blessed 
Trinity, declaring that the oil view of 
the Bible is untrue and that the books of 
the Old Testament are legen<l and myth 
instead of history. At the same time 
these scolTers insist on the authenticity 
of the New Testament, but hil to see 
that many points. of the Old Testament 
are corrotMrated by tbe New. 

A tribunal of tbe Proteataat Bplsoopal 
cburcb baa tried one of ita ministars, the 
Rev. Algernon 8. Crapscy, on the 
charge of heresy. It is announced tbat 
tbe court agreed by a vote of four to one 
that the charge was sustained, but a 
formal statement from the tribunal is 
awaited. Mr. Crapsey denied the divinity 
ard the virgin birth of our Redeemer, 
and yet he insists on remaining a min- 
ister of a creed that teaches the Godship 
of the second panoa of tbe Blessed 
Trinity. 

These era only^ a few, laaa than one- 
hundredth part of 1 per cent, of the dis- 
sensions among the non-Catholics who 

profess Cbristisnity. 

Catholics would be tempted to laugh 
at their disagreements were they not to 
be pitied. Our Divine Redeemer came 
upon earth to save us all — Protestants as 
well as Catholics, Jews and Gentiles, 
heretics and agnostics. He, and He 
alone, instituted the Christian or the 
Catholic church, tbe Romanist ehnrcb, 
as some of onr separated brethren call it. 
That church has maintained it^ unity, 
its sanctity, its apostolidty and its uni- 
versality for more than 1900 years. Why? 
Because Christ estaljlished the church 
an<! declared that the gales of hell should 
not prevail against it. I.iither, a rene- 
gade Catholic, founded the Lutheran 
church. Calvin, Wesley, Knox, Camp- 
hell and a host of others constmcted 
creeds and established churches to their 
own liking. Henry VIII., tbe nxordde 
king of Bnglaad, after being honored 
with the Utiaof "Oefander of the Faith," 
departed from the true church and estat- 
lisbed bis own or Episcopalian church. 
These men were all known. It was to 
St. Peter and his succeasors that our Lord 
committed the teachings of|the truths of 
tbat church and it holds the same beliefs 
today it held in its infancy. 

It was of the Catholic church that 
Lord Macauley, not a Catholic, wrote 
theee words: "She saw tba commence- 
ment of all tbe govammenta and of all 
tba accleaiaatical aetabliabmenta tbat now 
exist in tha world, and we feel no sssur- 
snee thst she is not destined to see the 
end of them all. She was great and 
respected before the Sixon had set foot 
on Britain, before the Frank had passed 
tbe Rhine, when (>recian eloquence still 
flourished in .'\ntioch, when idols were 
atill worabiped in the Temple of Mecca. 
And She may atill exist in undiminished 
vigor when some traveler from New 
Ze^and ahall in the mldat of vaat soli- 
tude take bis stand on a broken arch of 
London Bridge to akatch'tbe mine of 
St. Pau l's."
